FOREWORD 


The present collection of pictures was, with one or two exceptions, formed in 
1e 18th Century chiefly by the first Lord Rolle of the second creation (1750-1842) and 
y his uncle, John Rolle-Walter (died 1779), brother of Henry Rolle of the first creation 
f the title, who died unmarried in 1750. The Clintons are connected with the 
olles through Margaret Rolle, a granddaughter of the thirteenth Baron Clinton, 
ho succeeded to the Barony in 1760 in her own right. 


In spite of the range and importance of the collection, the pictures remained, 
nknown to Smith and to Waagen, and appear only to have left Bicton or Heanton 
atchville, the home of the Rolle family, on one occasion. In 1868 a number was 
ant to Leeds for the National Loan Exhibition. Lady Rolle, the owner at that time, 
mnt some relatively unimportant pictures to the Exhibition, but the chief treasures 
f the house remained in Devonshire. The majority of the pictures are in frames 
ade for them in the 18th Century, and a few, such as the Van Goyen, lot 52, is still 
1 the frame made for it in Holland at the time it was painted. 7 


That such a collection should produce unrecorded Van Goyens, Ruysdaels, 
ert Van der Neers and Dutch Classicists is not surprising, although the examples 
hemselves are distinguished. A Canaletto, fine Vernets, and Zuccarellis are also 
mat might be expected in an English country house. Totally unexpected, however, 
} an incomparable rarity, an unrecorded Rembrandt landscape—The Flight into 
gypt—tully signed and dated. The picture was evidently appreciated in the 
8th Century, at which time it was doubtless bought by the Rolle family : it is con- 
vined in a fine frame made for it at this time. The present occasion is its first 
ppearance before modern connoisseurs of Dutch painting. 


The last addition to the collection is Eastlake’s portrait of Napoleon on the 
Bellerophon,” bought from the Plymouth Library in 1824.
